1. Representatives of our respective staffs have met on 
several occasions to dis cuss the communi cation and computer 
services required at the upon the relocation of 

ODSjE and 0S0. They have concluded that the coverage necessary 
is as summarized below. Members of your staffs are knowledge- 
able of the specifics. 

a. PC Support to OD6 E an d OSO . Sixteen (16) hours 
daily, Monday through Friday;' eight (8) hours on Saturday. 

b. OPP Support to ODLE . On demand, ranging from 
nil to 2 4’ -"hour coverage on any given day. On an annual 
basis, the requirement is estimated at an average of 
fourteen (14) hours per day, seven (7) days a week. 

c. OPP Support to OSO. The coverage for 0D§E would 
normally satisfy OSO requirements. However, special 
activity periods requiring full 24-hour coverage, inde- 
pendent of the 0D§E requirement, may occur with only a 
few hours notice. (S)

2. The coverage requirements are based upon the following 
combined operational needs of 0D8E and 0S0. 

a." OC processing via CDS of an average of 850 
incoming and 100 outgoing narrative messages P er a T> 
including the necessary reproduction services. We 
understand the coverage outlined will absorb a pro- 
jected 10 to 20 percent annual growth over the next 
five years in this narrative traffic volume. It is 
also understood that OC will provide and maintain 
communication links for all required secure voice, 
facsimile and data link circuitry on a 24-hours, 
seven (7) days per week basis.

b. OD^E has an ADP requirement to process 1.5 to 
2 million lines of data per average day.
